Archivists must balance ethical issues of privacy and access
every day. The Henry R. Winkler Center developed an approach
to balance these issues, along with national security issues,
during the course of the Albert B. Sabin digitization project.
Because the collection contains military correspondence and
medical research, staff worked with different groups to best
balance access and privacy in the online collection.

[ Project Workflow

-

. Identify materials for “pre-publication review.”

2. Load documents and metadata into non-public D-Space
repository.

. Review materials for personal health and classified
information. Edit document and metadata as needed.

. Upload edited documents to the storage area network (SAN).

. Rebuild submission packages.

. Retest batch loads on non-public D-Space repository.

. Upload reviewed documents to public D-Space repository.
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[ National Security

Project staff members were in contact with the National Archives
and Records Administration's Information Security Oversight
Office (ISOO) regarding classified documents in the collection.
The types of documents were:

1. Restricted — These are no longer considered classified.

2. Confidential/Secret — These may still be classified. To
determine status, contact the ISOO. Documents must be sent
by either fax or mail (not email).

The ISOO determined that documents labeled “Confidential” or
“Secret” in the digital collection are no longer classified. Project
staff indicated this in the metadata of each document (the
dc.description field) and with a strikethrough mark on the
classification stamp.

Project staff met with UC General Counsel to create a new policy
to determine what identifiable information should be removed
from letters to protect the privacy of those mentioned in the
documents. We concentrated on:

* Medical records
+ Letters seeking medical advice
» Material related to research studies

When removing identifiable information, we focused on
identifiers described in the Health Insurance Portability and
Accountability Act (HIPAA) that were most likely to appear in the
collection (but not limited to):

» Names

» Geographic subdivisions smaller than state (e.g.,
address, city, county, and zip code)

« Telephone/Fax numbers

+ Social Security numbers

* Medical record numbers

« Dates, such as birth and hospital admission dates
(except year)

Depending on the content, health information may be removed
to maintain the integrity of the document, but only if the amount
removed maintains the privacy of the individuals mentioned.

Project staff added two metadata fields to indicate to users that
information was removed:

1. The dc.description field links to the redaction policy.
2. The dc.description.notes field indicates the date the
document was redacted.

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Results |

To date, over 1500 documents have been redacted and/or
declassified for publication online. This is 4.3% of the digital
collection. Although this project only affected a small portion of
the digitized materials, these steps were necessary to ensure the
protection of privacy and national security.

In 2010, the University of Cincinnati Libraries received a three
year grant from the National Endowment for the Humanities
(NEH) to digitize the correspondence and photographs of Dr.
Albert B. Sabin. This digitization project has been designated a
NEH “We the People” project.
